Modern turtles represent an ancient 
but highly specialized group of reptiles, 
Turtles, some of huge size,-existed as 
long ago as roughly 500 million years 
according to the fossil record. Present- 
day species are‘but a remnant of a great 
line but they still retain the bony shell 
covering the body, the knife-edged. jaws, 
and scales tn’ some form or other. 

The upper shell-consists of the-great- 
ly expanded ribs and the backbone fused 
together to form a solid shield. This is 
united at the sides with the lower shell 
formed also of bone. The whole struc 
ture is covered with a layer of horny 
scutes or enlarged scales except in soft 
shell turtles and in our Leatherbacks In 
which case bone and scutes are lacking.

As the analyst 
said, in the next five years this skulduggery 
would have to be confessed by them during 
the course of two very expensive courses of

covered that Dr. May was a research doctor 

on a moderate salary, he instantly dismissed 

him and put him out of the office with’a bill”

when they know all the answers the minute 
the patient comes in?

Again, the clinic, Dr. May found that no 
ene had any doubts about his great guilt; 
and in dealing with the problem, the 
concern of the people in. charge seemed to 
be to trap him and his wife into admitting 
something that would fit in with their pre 
conceived and fixed idea that the twins had 
been rejected. Dr. May had the strength to 
stand up against this abuse; he knew that he 
and his wife had treated their boys only 
with love and affection, but his poor wife 
was flattened by the feeling that perhaps, in 
some way, she might be guilty. 

Dr. May then went to a big medical 
library and, for months, in all his spare time, 
he read widely in the field 6f psychiatry, As 
he says, he learned that for the last 40 
years, the Freudians have elected to study 
only the stressful emotional reactions, and 
not.the real workings of the brains of 
animals and men. They have been like a 
heart specialist who never cared to study a 
heart, but only the patients’ psychic re- 
actions to their palpitations or shortness of 
breath! 

As Dr. May wrote, the analysts have 
closed their minds to- all influences of 
heredity; also, they have refused to face the

‘fact, so greatly against their theory, that 


four out of five children in a loVély-family, 
are often normal, while one is mentally 
retarded or insane, With their fixed” ideas, 
the analysts have been horribly cruel to 
many poor parents. : 

Finally, with all this, it is hard to say if 
ever they have really made over a-mentally 
retarted or psychotic child. I wish a million 
people in America would read Dr. May's 
book: “Perhaps, then, more analysts would 
be willing to give up this terrible practice of 
beginning their work by breaking the hearts 
of the parents of mentally retarded or 
mentally disturbed children
